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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Romans 
1,989,380 in view of Ring et al. 6,824,794. Romans disclose (see pages 1 and 2) a method for 
treating water and removing slime or biofilm substantially as claimed. The claims differ from 
Romans by reciting a step for introducing copper ions into the water. Ring et al. disclose (see 
col. 2 line 15 through col. 4 line 21) that it is known in the art to add copper ions to aid in killing 
bacteria in water. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to modify the method of 
Romans by adding copper ions to the water in view of the teachings of Ring et al., to aid in 
killing bacteria in the water. The specific concentration and time period utilized, would have 
been an obvious matter of process optimization to one skilled in the art, depending on the 
specific water treated and results desired, absent a sufficient showing of unexpected results. 
With regard to claim 9 and 10, it is submitted that Ring et al. as applied above disclose the use of 
silver and tin ions in combination with copper ions in the treatment of water.
